Washington, Dec. 13—The four great 
powers of the world today affixed their 
signatures to a treaty for scrapping of 
the Anglo-Japanese alliance, and sol­ 
emnly pledging all to preserve the 
peace acrosg the vast expanse of the 
Pacific ocean. 
With typical 
American simplicity, 
the great document, considered one of 
the moat important in history, was 
signed In the office of Secretary of 
State Hughes. 
Only the signers of the 
four powers were present. 
The pomp 
and ceremony which usually is at­ 
tached to the important events was 
entirely absent. 
The treaty now goes to the respec­ 
tive governments for ratification by 
legislative bodies and will he put into 
effect when deposit of such ratifica­ 
tion Is made here. 
That action will 
formally cast into the scrap heap the 
Anglo-Japanese alliance which 
this 
country has long considered a menace. 
Ju st after the signing of the treaty 
was completed, it was learned on high 
est authority In the White House, that 
President Harding does not intend to 
submit It to tile senate for ratification 
until after the close of the arm a con 
ferenee. 
All 
the 
delegates 
also 
formally 
signed the two American reservations 
to the treaty— one on the Yap contro- 
rn 
* 
versy which w'as 
settled 
yesterday, 
and one to the effect that the treaty 
shall not be construed to interfere with 
American domestic questions. 
The ceremony of signing the treaty 
and the reservations was completely, 
over at 11:50. 
Secretary of State Hughes admitted 
the dominant figure in the conference 
was the first to sign the new pact, a f­ 
fixing his signature in behalf of the 
United States. 
Other members of the 
same delegation followed. Then came 
the sturdy Balfour and other members 
of 
the 
British 
delegation. 
Viviani, 
leading the French delegation, came 
next to the signing table. 
Admiral 
Baron Kato and the Japanese dele­ 
gates were the last to affix their sig­ 
natures. 
The signing of the treaty 
started at 11:13 and was completed at 
11:23. 


Under the treaty the powers agree: 


1. 
T o respect the insular pos­ 
sessions of each other in the Pa­ 
cific and to submit any controver­ 
sy to Joint conference. 


2. 
If any power takes aggres­ 
sive action, to confer as to what 
action should be 
taken, 
jointly 
and separately. 


3. 
To maintain the agreement 
for ten yearg and thereafter until 
any one of the powers reject it 
on 12 months’ notice. 


4. 
To make the treaty effective 
on deposit of ratification which 
terminates the Anglo-Japanese a l­ 
liance. 


None of the delegates seem to fear 
for the success of the treaty because 
the signing started at 13 after eleven 
o'clock on the 13th day of the month. 
The signing of the treaty wag ca r­ 
ried 
out in 
an 
extremely informal 
maner. 
The various delegates stood 
about the room in small groups, chat­ 
ting together while one of their num­ 
ber was affixing his signature to the 
document which lay on the table. 
The treaty was printed on heavy 
parchment, such as is used to enroll 
blllg of congress. 
Addle Savoy, a negro, who has been 
In the state department for several 
years, stood by carefully blotting each 
signature.

Women Actually Engaged in High*! 
way Construction and Promoting 
Good Roads Movement 


MRS. AXEL HOLM. CONTRACTOR 


Has Just Completed Four and a Hall 
Miles State Highway Near Su­ 
perior. Wisconsin 
That women ar** beginning to in­ 
vade another ti* Id which heretofore 
hon been exclusively m an's estate ie 
shown by the fact 
that 
numerous 
women, actually engaged in highway 
construction and in the promotion *»f 
the good loads movement generally. 
will participate in the Twelfth Amer­ 
ican Good Road* Congees- and 'I Ii’*' 
I eel.th National C*od Roads Show 
to be held at the content in in Cfi tea- j 
go. January IT to 20, next. 
The American Road Build egg' Asso­ 
ciation, under whose auspices the big 
congress and exposition will he held, 
is taking cognixance this year of the 
feminine invasion of the road build­ 
ing arena and is extending special in­ 
vitations to women fully realizing that 
they are voters, tax payers and road 
users and when once Interested in a 
patriotic movement are indefatigable 
In its behalf. 
The surprising extent to which wom­ 
en are invading the field of highway 
construction is shown by a long list 
of eminine road builders invited to the 
Congress. 
Among these is Dr. Jennie 
C, Murphy, the only woman street 
commissioner in the world. 
Dr. Mur­ 
phy bosses the construction gangs ami 
street cleaners ut Yankton. S. D. and 
has held the job to the entire satis­ 
faction of her constituents and the 
credit of her city for several years. 
As a "contractor,” Mrs. Axel Holm, 
of South Range, Wis., has Just com­ 
pleted four and a half railes of state 
highway through Pattison State Park, 
near Superior, Wis., doing a job that 
would do credit to any man. The road 
which she has just completed forms a 
part of the great Mississippi Valley 
Scenic Highway from New Orleans to 
Canada. Mrs, Holm handles the finan­ 
ces of her company, bosses a gang of 
fifty-seven workmen, cooks their food 
and looks after the welfare of her 
ma* hinery and twenty teams of horses. 
Two daughters, Vivian 
and 
Verna, 
keep her booky and assist her in her 
work. 
Another contractress engaged 
in road work is Miss Eva Cressey, 
president and general manager of the 
Cressey Contracting Co., at Everett, 
Mass. 
Road machines manufactured 
by Miss Cressey arc nsed in many 
states of the union for spraying oil. 
tar and asphalt in road work. 
At 
the present time Miss Cressey has ma 
chines working on contrails as far 
south as Tpxas, *jp addition to many 
in the east and middle west. 
It was Miss H. M. Berry, of Chapel 
Hill, N, C., who as secretary of the 
North Carolina Good Roads Associa­ 
tion, did more to “put over" the $50- 
000,000. bond issue for the splendid 
new roads now being constructed in 
her state 
She is expected to attend 
the congress. 
An invitation has also 
been sent to Charlotte Rumhold. Cleve­ 
land, O., secretary if the Ohio State 
Conference on City Planning, and an­ 
other has gone to Katherine F. But­ 
terfield. a high school student at Wei­ 
ser, Idaho, who won the Firestone 
good roads essay college scholarship 
contest last year and received her cer­ 
tificate direct from the hands of Presi­ 
dent Harding himself. 
Along with Dr. Murphy, the woman 
street commissioner, delegates to the 
Congress and visitors to the exposi­ 
tion will greet Dr. Lou Alta Melton, 
said to be the only woman bridge en­ 
gineer in the country. 
Dr. Melton 
graduated in civil 
engineering 
last 
year at Colorado University and is now 
connected with one of the district offi­ 
ces of the United States Bureau of 
Public Roads. She is the only woman 
engineer in the employ of the Federal 
Government. 
Numerous 
demonstration tests of 
road building machinery will be in 
eluded In the exhibits at the show, 
with the machinery in actual opera­ 
tion. Reservations of exhibition space 
have broken all records, the entire 
lower floor of the Coliseum and An 
nex have already been engaged, ne­ 
cessitating the leasing 
of adjoining 
buildings in order to house the over­ 
flow. 
The exposition 
will
